Tlie War on lUe Plains. 



Tho dillydallying of tho U. S. offi- 
cers on tho plains is Ijotu ing its nutural 
fruit. Tho Indians now attack wholo 
trains of emigrants, railroad constru8» 
tion and telegraph repair parties, and 
sometimes dutaobmonis ot troops Tho 
roassucro at Fort Phil. Kearney, whore 
one hundred Amorioan soldiora were 
docoyod into ambush and slaughtered 
to a man, must bo still fresh in tho 
public mind. Some of the very b;avost 
genorals in the Amorican army, with 
veteran troops at their command, 
Lave passed months on tho plains; 
but their efforts to subdue tho savages 
havo thus far uttorly failed. Tho 
reason is plain enough. Eogular 
soldiers havo novor fought Indians 
successfully, They proved tboir in- 
ability in Now Zealand to put down 
tho Aliiorics, and it was only alter tho 
regulars were recalled and a local 
volunteer army organized that the 
nativo insurgents were subdued. If 
Uncle Sam is in earnest and really 
wishes to bring bis sovago subjects 
under control, he had bottor let tho 
contract for whipping them out to 
hunters on tho Plains — raon who are 
as well acquainted with evory inch of 
the ground as tho natives thomselvcs, 
and who havo studiod their habits and 
haunts — place them under 60tno " ir- 
regular" Indian fighter, and recall his 
regulars. With a volunteor force in 
tho Cold, tho red man svould soon pass 
into history, and tho overland route 
bocomo us safe for travel as the main 
thoroughfare in an Eastern city.

Tho news is encouraging from 
crocks outsido of William. Cedar, 
Grouso and Lowhco are turning out 
well j and tho gulches and small 
tributaries that make into William 
Creek aro proving rich beyond ex- 
pectation. The trouble on William 
Creek lias arisen from an uncommonly 
dry soason and tho failure of tho 
miserably-managod institution known 
as tho Bed Rock Drain.

Suspension Bri dge ov er East River. 

The Suspension Bridge over tho East 
River at New York will probably cost 
about $6,000,000. Between live and sis 
yours' time will be required to do the 
work. All preliminary arrangements for 
electing the bridge are progressing rapidly 
and favorably. The three routes which 
have been .surveyed by Mr. John A. 
Roebling, the engineer in-chief, diverge 
from a singl" point to the northward of 
the Fulton Ferry slip, on the Brooklyn 
side. The mnin Brooklyn ontrnnco to 
the bridge will he ut the intersection of 
Sands and Fulton streets. The first nH 
northernmost route terminates at the in- 
tersection of the Bowery and Canal street, 
the second and third southernmost roulo 
known especially ua the Park line, at the 
City Hull Park, opposite the Register's 
office. The lust named route will pro- 
bably bo the one adopted. Then tho 
whole length of iho bridge, from end to 
end, will he 6*,862 feet. It will run u 
little obliquely. The grade will be Ihree 
antl a half ft ot in one hundred From 
the entrance on cither side, for a length 
of . r ;f.() feet, tin; width will be 100 foet. 
1 1 then contracts to 80 feet. This, of 
course, will be the width of the bridge 
proper. Tho additional width of twenty 
feet, in the 500 feet referred to, will be 
appropriated for walks to regulate the 
movements of passengers moving; in oppo* 
site directions. The bridge will bo 
divided into two roadways of Dftcon feet 
in tho clear, one for the ''going-" and tho 
other for the "coming" movements of pas- 
s ngers. These, it must he borne in 
mind, are only two special divisions of the 
bridge. There will be two other divisions 
of 30 feet ench in the clear, that will 
comprise railroad tracks, for Hie running 
of passengers cars by wire ropes, propelled 
by stationary engines located at one end 
of tho bridge. Two trains of passenger 
ears, capable of transporting 1,000 people 
each way, simultaneously, will make trips 
every live minutes. It is calculated that 
three minutes — running time— will he 
consumed in making one of these trips. 
The remaining two miuutes will afford 
time for one set of passengers to get off 
and another to get on. Tho fifth division 
will form a promenade of sixteen feet in 
width, elevated so that the promcnadcrs 
can overlook the four divisions of the 
structure beneath, as well as the river 
ami the adjacent territory. The most 
conspicuous parts ol the bridge will he 
the two towers, located at a distanco of 
ono thousand feet from centre to centre. 
Tho height of these towers will bo one 
hundred and fifty feet above the roadway, 
and one hundred and seventeen feet above 
high tide, clear olevatiou in tho centre of 
the space ono hundred and thirty foet. 
Both towers will be located inside of the 
pier line established by law. The Brook- 
lyn tower will ho north of tho Fulton 
Ferry slip, the New York one very near 
Pier No. 29. Already preparatory work 
has commenced upon tho bridge. On 
Friday hist boring was commenced By 
noon on Saturday a depth of twenty-one 
feet had heow reached. In going thiough 
this seventeen feel of cinders were marked. 
Then something liko hard pan was reach- 
ed. After this cemented boulders wore 
struck On this side of tho river similar 
borcings will be made al Pier No 29. 
Po do this wot k tin: operations have a 
six-horse stationary engine with which 
to work the drill and stand pump, the 
latter being u-ed lo i-lear out the debris.

This 
disparity in thu yield, it is said, arose in a 
great degree from the newness of the ap- 
paratus, hut it is Mr Christie's opinion, 
from observations made by him, that tho 
rock taken indiscriminately Irom the ledge, 
and worked by the nrrusi ra process, will 
average $10 a ton, and if culled an 
overage of $i5 might be obtained. The 
ureal trouble appears to be to lintl a solid 
ledge, but this desideratum, it is believed 
from the present inclination of the reef, 
will he obtained when the shaft has been 
sunk fifty feet deeper. It has been no- 
ticed that the gold becomes more silvery 
in appearance the deeper the rock is ob- 
tained. 

Mr Christie estimates the number of 
white men on Hixon creek at 20, and the 
Chinese at 200.
